Miss Knowles taught the fall term, which 
closed unexpectedly, by the removal of most of the school from 
town. The remainder attended school at the centre. 

In looking at results, mankind are apt to under estimate or 
overlook first causes. In a government controlled by the peo- 
ple, it is of prime importance that their intelligence should be 
such that the suffrage should be a potent power for good. 
Hence the importance of establishing and maintaining an effi- 
cient system of free schools. To do this it is of prime impor- 
tance that well trained teachers should be secured. Teachers 
should not only have the ability to impart knowledge and 
maintain discipline, but should awaken in the scholars a reas- 
onable and laudable ambition. Best results of teachers work 
can only be secured in gaining the good will of the scholars, 
and cooperation of the parents. It is to be feared that there 
has been some what of a decline in interest in rural districts for 
the past few years and in this town as well, instead of which, 
the interest in education ought to be constantly increasing. It 
has been the aim of the committee the past year, to give all 
the scholars as far as might be an equal chance. 

While errors may have been committed, we think the results 
of the school year compare favorably with the results of recent 
years. |
